' Cherbourg, Nov. 22.—Nineteen per- 
sons are dead or missing, a score ser- 
iously injured and the North German 
Lloyd 
liner, Kaiser 
Wilhelm der 


Gross© and the Royal Mail steamer, 
Orinoco, badly damaged and laid up 
for repairs as a result of a collision off 
this port last night. 


The details are lacking and both of 


the steamship companies are reticent 
regarding the disaster but/ it is known 
that a panic reigned on Doth boats, but 
cool action on the part of officers pre- 
vented greater loss of life. Each cap- 
tain places the responsibility on the 
other but the facts seem to indicate 
that the Orinco attempted to cross the 
Kaiser's bow expecting the latter to 
pass to port. A hole twelve feet wide 
was stove in the Kaiser and the stern 
of the Orinoco above the water line was 
torn away. Four steerage passengers 
on. the Kaiser were instantly killed 
and a dozen were seriously injured. 
Four members of the 
crew of 
the 


Orinoco were killed and seven were in- 
jured. Five others were knocked 
overboard. It is believed these men 
were drowned.

San Juan, Porto Rico, Nov. 22— 


President Roosevelt was accorded a 
reception surpassing any ever seen iu 
Porto Rico today at the gubernator- 
ial mansion. 
Both in numbers and 


enthusiasm the reception was a rec- 
ord breaker. The crush was so great 
that many were unable to reach the 
President to shake 
his hand. 
An 


agreeable incident was the meeting 
between Mr. 
Roosevelt 
and E. C. 


Morton, who fought by his side at 
Santiago and was one of the first 
flve to ascend the hill.

San Juan, Porto Rico, Ncv 22.— 


After a day and night spent among 
the people of Porto Rico, President 
Roosevelt and party sailed today from 
Ponce for home, and it is expected 
that Washington will be reached late 
Monday night 


The president journeyed In an auto- 


mobile over the famous military road 
from Ponce to San Juan, and was ac- 
corded an ovation by the people of 
Porto Rico. The 80-mile trip. was 
made in 6 hours, and SOminutes,count- 
ing the time taken up by stops at the 
principal towns al.ong the route where 
the president made short speeches to 
the people. The president in all hla 
speeches dwelt on the affection he 
held for th'e people of Porto Rico, and 
assured them that he would use every 
effort to secure citizenship for them, 
that his efforts would be unceasing to 
help them along the path of true gov- 
ernftient. 
; 


Before leaving Ponce the president 


was driven to the Roosevelt high 
school. Here several hundred school 
children bad been assembled and sang 
"America" as the president drove up. 
The cornerstone of this building was 
laid in April, 1903, by the presidents 
daughter, now Mrs. Longworth. 
The 


president was greatly pleased with. 
his reception at the school and made 
a short address. He was showeied 
with flowers by the children as be 
drove away. 


The presidential party left Ponce 


at the time set by the schedule for 
the run to San Juan over the famous 
military road. 
Eleven automobiles 


conveyed the party. 
Stops of three 


minutes each were made at Juana 
Diaz, Coamo and Aibonito. At each 
place the president was welcomed by 
the mayor and spoke briefly from his 
automobile. 


Arriving at the original entrance to 


the city of San Juan, where formerly 
stood the old city hall and gate, a 
huge arch had been erected by tha 
city and here Mayor Todd and tha 
city officials extended their welcome 
to the president. H» responded in a 
brief speech, and then, preceded bjr 
the Porto Rican provisional regiment, 
went to the governor's palace, where • 
he spent the night. The president re- 
ceived a particularly warm reception 
as he passed the Casino, tfi^excln- 
sive Spanish club. President iloose- 
velt complimented Chtef of Police 
Hamll for the perfect police arrange- 
ments. He was deeply Impressed 
with his reception by the populace. 
Thursday morning the

party returned to Ponce, where all

It was the Presidtnt's duty 
to do so, regardless of whether the 
soldiers were negroes or whites, if

discipline

tained in the army. The order of the 
President, therefore, affords no good 
excuse for injecting the race question 
into the

Tobacco Crop One of the Best. 
Washington, Nov. 22.—Ohi?s 1905 


tobacco crop is one of the best and 
largest ever grown, according to re- 
ports on the subject just tabulated by 
the department of agriculture. Dis- 
cussing the Miami Valley crop, the 
reports say that it was larger than 
the crop of 1905 and that the yield is 
1,125 pounds per acre, which is an in- 
crease of more than 25 per cent over 
last year. 
In the eastern Ohio field 


the continued wet weather during the 
summer caused the crop to be of large 
growth, but coarss and rough, with 
poor body; yield 635 pounds per acre.
